HENRY  III. 


The  earliest  Roll  from  which  any  extracts  are  made 
is  a  Liberate  Roll  of  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  of 
King  Henry  IH.,  and  though  the  entries  in  the  earlier 
Records  are  generally  of  a  more  concise  nature,  yet  they 
contain  numerous  particulars  confirmatory  of  many  points 
of  general  histoiy,  and  illustrative  of  our  fiscal,  legal,  and 
municipal  rights.  The  first  entry  on  the  Roll  above  re- 
ferred to  furnishes  evidence  of  the  existence  of  a  fair  at 
Saint  Ives^  at  this  early  period,  where  the  King  is  stated 
to  have  purchased  robes  for  his  brother  Richard. 

Upon  the  same  Roll  the  King  is  found  rewarding  the 
abbot  and  monks  of  Warden^  for  their  losses  and  services 
rendered  near  the  town  and  at  the  castle  of  Bedford ;  which 
probably  relates  to  the  disturbances  a  few  years  previous, 
caused  by  Foulques  de  Breautee,  who  seized  and  impri- 
soned the  Judges  in  this  castle.^     At  the  same  page  *  of

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this  volume,  is  an  entry  of  1000/.  paid  to  Hubert  de  Burgh, 
for  the  custody  of  Dover  Castle,  wlio  is  styled  by  Andrews 
the  historian,  the  gallant  defender  of  this  fortress.^  It  is 
unnecessary  here  to  state  the  circumstances  under  which 
Hubert  de  Burgh  succeeded  to  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  the  realm  upon  the  death  of  the  Elarl  of  Pem- 
broke ;  this,  with  other  incidents  in  history  frequently  re- 
ferred to  in  the  Pell  Records,  being  matters  of  sufficient 
historical  notoriety,  are  not  noticed ;  but  many  names  and 
rewards  to  persons  who  supported  the  King  and  his 
Chief  Justiciary,  aided  by  the  influence  of  the  Church, 
against  the  encroachments  of  the  Barons,  will  be  found 
extracted  from  these  Rolls. 

The  object  of  the  embassy  sent  to  Lewis  VIIL,  of 
France,  successor  to  King  Philip,  demanding  the  restitu- 
tion of  Normandy,  (Poitou  and  Guienne  then  being  in 
danger,)  having  failed,  preparations  were  made  to  rein- 
force Richard,  Earl  of  Cornwall,  the  King's  brother,  in 
Gascony,  both  with  men  and  money;  and  though  King 
Henry  subsequently  sold  these  territories  to  the  French 
King,  the  few  extracts  made  from  this  Roll  show  the 
King's  anxiety  (at  least  at  this  period)  to  assist  his  brother 
in  recovering  the  lost  possessions,  and  retaining  those 
threatened  to  be  wrested  from  him. 

The  EMitor  regrets  that  the  confined  limits  of  this  work 
would  not  allow  him  to  furnish  many  interesting  extracts

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at  this  period,  relating  to  Normandy,  Gascony,  Poitou, 
Guienne,  and  other  provinces  in  France  formerly  sub- 
ject to  the  King  of  England,  as  they  probably  would  have 
supplied  many  deficiencies  in  Carte's^  Catalogue  of  the 
Norman  and  Gascon  Rolls,  the  earliest  noticed  by  him 
being  the  26th*  Henry  III.  Some  few  extracts,  how- 
ever, relating  to  these  provinces  will  be  found  on  referring 
to  the  Index  at  the  end  of  this  volume ;  and  further  in- 
formation on  this  subject  may  be  gathered  from  the 
Rolls  themselves. 

It  will  be  in  order  of  time  here  to  notice  the  portion  of 
an  early  Roll  of  Accounts  rendered  into  the  Exchequer 
by  the  Jews,  discovered  amongst  the  Pell  Records,  and 
added  in  the  Appendix,^  from  the  heading  of  which  a 
lithographic  impression  is  annexed.  Madox,*  in  his  History 
of  the  Exchequer,  makes  frequent  mention  of  the  Jews 
and  of  their  accounts  rendered  into  the  Exchequer,  some 
as  early  as  the  reign  of  King  Henry  II. ;  and  the  late 
John  Caley,  Esq.,  in  his  learned  treatise*  "  On  the  Origin 
or  early  Establishment  of  the  Jews  in  England,"  states 
there  were  many  repositories  for  the  Jewish  deeds  estab- 
lished in  England,  but  the  greatest  of  these  was  in  a

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particular  part  of  the  Exchequer  at  Westminster,  called 
Scaccarium  JudsBorum;  and  here  all  matters  in  which 
the  Jews  had  any  concern  were  regulated  by  proper 
officers  appointed  by  the  King,  under  the  title  of  Justices 
of  the  Jews. 

The  Roll  now  under  consideration  is  not  of  such  general 
interest  as  some  of  those  that  have  been  lately  discovered^ 
in  the  Exchequer,  and  of  others  which  must  have  been  in- 
spected by  the  late  John  Caley,*  Esq.  It  is  only  given  as  a 
specimen  of  the  earliest  Roll  of  this  nature  yet  discovered 
in  the  Pell  Office,  and  is  curious  inasmuch  as  it  shows  that 
a  great  portion  of  the  revenue  derived  from  this  class  of 
persons  was  paid  by  the  Jewesses;  this  appeiirs  from 
the  payments  made  by  Rachel,  the  daughter  of  David, 
for  an  aid ^  to  marry  the  King's  sister;  Margery,  for  a 
chirograph,  or  star,  to  render  an  account;*  and  from  many 
other  payments  made  by  females. 

Hume  states  that  King  Henry  III.  was  noted  for  his 
piety,  devotion,  and  regular  attendance  on  public  worship, 
and  that  the  following  saying  of  that  monarch  on  the  latter 
subject  is  much  celebrated  by  ancient  writers ;  namely, 
that  when  he  was  engaged  in  a  dispute  with  Lewis  IX.,

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of  France,  concerning  the  preference  between  sermons  * 
and  masses,  he  maintained  the  superiority  of  the  latter, 
affirming  that  he  would  rather  liave  one  hour^s  conversa- 
tion with  a  friend  than  hear  twenty  the  most  elaborate 
discourses  pronounced  in  his  praise.  This  character 
given  of  King  Henry  by  the  above,  and  by  historians  in 
general,  is  fully  corroborated  in  these  Records :  the 
opinion  he  expressed  in  favour  of  mass  and  religious 
ceremonies  is  also  confirmed  on  referring  to  some  of  the 
undermentioned  payments. 

The  King  presents  a  vest  and  a  cup  to  the  chaplains 
of  Saint  Peter V  Westminster ;  he  grants  50  marks  for 
a  pilgrimage  to  the  Holy  Land  ;*  pays  stipends  to  priests, 
to  say  masses  for  the  soul  of  Queen  Eleanor/  his  grand- 
mother ;  makes  oblations  of  cloths  of  gold  and  arras  to 
Christ  Church,  Bermondsey ;  also  of  musk  and  frank- 
incense, together  with  a  crystal  vessel  and  cloths  of  arras 
to  the  chapel  of  Saint  Stephen's,*  Westminster ;  presents 
a  ring,  with  an  emerald,  a  gold  clasp,  and  six  baudekins, 
to  the  church  of  Saint  Paul's  ;^  also  mitres,  to  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Armagh,^  and  Bishop  of  Hereford  f  gold  and 
other  copes,  a  tunic  and  dalmatican,  an  albe,  a  gold 
branch  candlestick,  chalices,  and  various  other  plate,  &c., 
oflfered  to  divers  chaplains  and  religious  houses.^  Incense 
is  oflfered  in  Saint  Peter's  Church,  Westminster,  on  his  bro- 
ther Richard's  return  from  the  Holy  Land:^^  2000  poor 
are  fed  for  the  salvation  of  his  sister's  soul,  the  Empress  of

Edward  I. ;  and  robes  purchased  for  his  household. 

1010  marks  paid  to  the  men  of  Regula,'  for  damage 
sustained  by  them  on  building  the  castle  there,  and  on 
surrendering  their  town  to  Richard,  Earl  of  Cornwall, 
the  King's  brother. 

Inquisitions  taken  of  the  chattels  belonging  to  the  Jews.* 

Two  hundred  marks  are  paid  to  Bertram  de  CryoU,* 
Constable  of  Dover  Castle.

A  few  extracts  only  are  given  from  a  household  Roll " 
of  the  forty-fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Henry  III., 
being  an  account  of  the  expenses  during  the  year  he  went 
to  Paris  to  settle  a  treaty  with  the  French  King  :  for  a 
more  detailed  account  of  this  Roll  the  reader  is  referred 
to  the  note  below.

In  the  Issue  Roll  of  the  first  year  of  this  monarch, 
frequent  mention  is  made  of  the  death  of  his  father, 
King  Henry  III.,  who  is  stated,  in  a  payment  made  to

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the  King's  necessities:  one  instance  only,  from  many 
others,  is  here  noticed,  of  an  aid  for  the  expenses  of 
an  expedition  of  Ekiward,  the  King's  brother,  to  the 
Holy  Land/  charged  on  the  iter  of  the  King  s  Justices, 
to  LoncohL 

Although  much  of  King  Ekiward's  time,  at  the  early 
period  of  his  reign,  was  occupied  in  redressing  griev- 
ances at  home,  and  in  making  preparations  for  the  con- 
quest of  Wales,  yet,  on  referring  to  several  of  the  extracts 
here  noticed,  he  appears  to  have  found  time  for  many 
charitable*  and  pious  acts,^  for  improving  his  castle  at 
Windsor,*  the  palace*  and  vineyard*  at  Westminster; 
for  erecting  the  mews,^  and  forming  his  gardens®  at 
Charing  Cross,  and  for  many  private  and  public  acts  of 
piety,  charity,  and  attention  to  his  consort  and  children.  .

Moule  regrets  that  the  figure  on  the  fourth  panel  of  the  ancient  enclosiure, 
near  the  high  altar,  is  entirely  obliterated;  but  as  he  states  the  four 
canopies  to  this  inclosure  are  similar  in  design  to  the  sculptured  sides  of 
the  monument  of  Eleanor,  Queen  of  Edward  I.,  it  is  not  improbable  that  the 
vacant  panel  may  have  contained  a  drawing  of  that  Queen  from  the  statue 
above  referred  to.

also  expenses  respecting  a  tenth  granted  in  aid  of  the 
Holy  Land. 

The  bulls  of  Pope  Nicholas  IV.,  granting  a  tenth* 
from  the  churches  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  in 
aid  of  the  Holy  Land,  transcribed  and  reduced  into 
public  fonh;  upon  which  affair  the  King  was  attended  at 
Ambresbury. 

A  portion  only  of  a  household  Roll®  of  Edward,  son 
of  King  Edward  I.,  dated  in  the  twenty-first  year  of 
his  father's  reign,  has  been  extracted ;  the  whole  Roll  is 
far  too  voluminous  for  insertion.  This  Roll  is  curious, 
inasmuch  as  it  shows  the  daily  expenditure  of  the  Prince's 
household  for  one  whole  year,  where  he  sojourned  each 
day,  states  the  names  of  the  nobility  and  other  persons 
who  visited  him,  how  long  they  stayed,  and  the  time  of 
their  departure.  Amongst  the  eminent  guests  that  re- 
sorted to  the  Prince  the  following  may  be  noticed :  the 
Lord  Bishop  of  Ely;  Castellan  de  Bergles,  his  four 
knights,  and  the  two  sons  of  Lord  R.  de  Typetot;  Lord 
Hugh  de  Veer;  the  Earl  of  Gloucester,  and  his  Lady  the 
Countess,  with  a  retinue  of  200  knights,  ladies,  maids  of 
honour,  &c. ;   the  Bishop  of  Durham ;   Lord  John  de

of  these  Rolls,  that  further  evidence  of  the  contents  of 
these  ^vills  may  yet  be  found  to  supply  the  deficiency  so 
much  regretted  by  Sir  Francis  Palgrave. 

The  Issue  Rolls  of  ^  about  the  period  of  the  eighth  year 
of  this  King's  reign,  are  filled  with  payments  for  assem- 
bling the  great  army  which  marched  against  Scotland  in 
the  fruitless  expedition  previous  to  its  defeat  by  Robert 
Bmce  at  Bannockburn ;  the  entries  of  payments  for  the 
preparations  made  for  this  unfortunate  and  disastrous 
affair  were  too  numerous  to  be  extracted :  the  limits  of 
this  volume  would  only  admit  the  few  following  notices 
relating  to  the  affairs  of  Scotland,  viz. : — 

Payments  to  Lord  William  de  Felton^  for  him  to  proceed 
to  the  Scotch  war  with  five  knights,  forty  soldiers,  and 
those  whose  names  were  entered  in  a  certain  Roll  delivered 
into  the  wardrobe. 

One  thousand  pounds  sent  to  Lord  Eustace  de  Cotes- 
bech,*  at  Berwick,  Chamberlain  of  Scotland,  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Scotch  war ;  also  one  thousand  marks  paid 
to  Humphrey  de  Bohun,*  Earl  of  Hereford  and  Essex,  for 
his  last  passage -with  the  King  to  Scotland. 

Many  payments  are  made  to  persons  proceeding  to  the 
Scotch  war ;  to  supply  provisions  for  the  King's  passage  to 
Scotland,  and  to  men  at  arms  in  the  marches  there ;  to  Lord 
Adomar  de  Valencia*  for  defence  thereof,  and  to  garrison

EDWARD  III. 


The  Issue  Rolls  of  this  period  form  nearly  a  regular 
series,  and  furnish  evidence  of  a  much  more  connected 
chain  of  events. 

The  first  entry  extracted  in  this  reign  is  properly  re- 
ferable to  the  last,  being  a  payment  of  two  hundred 
pounds  to  Thomas  Berkeley  and  John  Mautravers,  for 
the  expenses  of  King  Edward  II.,  during  his  confinement 
in  Berkeley  Castle. 

Hume  states  that,  whilst  the  King  was  in  the  custody 
of  Berkeley,  he  was  treated  with  the  gentleness  due  to  his

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mer,  to  serve  lier  own  purposes,  yet,  in  the  result,  was 
highly  advantageous  to  the  King.  The  frequent  entries  on 
these  Rolls  to  furnish  Queen  Fhilippa  with  ev^ry  thing  re- 
quisite for  her  comfort  and  suitable  to  her  estate,  evince  the 
King's  attachment  and  attention  to  his  consort,  which  he 
continued  to  manifest  to  the  period  of  her  death.  Some 
few  only  of  such  payments  could  be  extracted  ;  amongst 
these  will  be  found  a  curious  description  of  a  bed  ^  pro- 
vided for  the  Queen's  lying-in,  of  green  velvet,  embroidered 
with  gold,  ornamented  with  sea  sirens,  and  a  shield  with 
the  arms  of  England  and  of  Hainault ;  also  a  payment  for  a 
white  robe,'  worked  with  pearls,  together  with  a  velvet  robe 
and  carpets,'  &c.,  obtained  for  her  confinement  at  Wind- 
sor; her  crown*  is  also  stated  to  have  been  redeemed  from 
pledge.  Other  payments  on  behalf  of  the  Queen  are  conti- 
nued on  these  Rolls  throughout  this  reign,  until  we  arrive  at 
the  fortieth  year  of  the  King,  when  we  find  a  payment  of 
200  marks  to  Hawkin  Liege,'  from  France,  for  the  tomb  of 
Queen  Philippa  ;*  and  on  the  Roll  of  the  50th  year,  further 
payments  appear  for  sculpture''  and  other  expenses  about 
the  said  Queen's  tomb,  in  Westminster  Abbey ;  certain  iron- 
work was  also  obtained  from  Saint  Paul's  Church,  and  six 
angels,  made  of  copper,  were  placed  around  the  said  tomb, 
and  two  alabaster  images,  erected  upon  a  small  marble 
tomb,  for  the  infant  son®  and  daughter  of  the  Queen.

Some  of  the 
payments  made  to  the  first-mentioned  King  are  so 
mmute  as  even  to  particularize  the  price  paid  for  his 
jacket,^  stockings,  and  riband  for  his  hat,  &c.  The  charges 
for  the  medicines,*  also  supplied  to  this  unfortunate  King 
during  his  captivity  in  the  Tower,*  may  afford  subject 
of  speculation  to  the  medical  profession,^  as  to  the  na- 
ture of  his  malady.  He  remained  eleven  years  a  pri- 
soner in  England,  confined  a  portion  of  the  time  in 
Odiham  Castle,®  and  was  at  last  ransomed  for   10,000

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in  the  field  and  cabinet.  The  King  here  acknowledges  the 
eminent  service  of  capturing  Charles  de  Bloys,  and  rewards 
Sir  Thomas  Dagworth^  with  a  payment  of  4900/.,  in  which 
enterprise  Sir  Thomas  appears  to  have  been  assisted  by 
John  de  Ipslyngrode,*  who  receives  a  reward  of  1000/. 

The  next  prisoner  of  importance  mentioned  is  Lord 
Geoffrey  de  Chamey,  Governor  of  Saint  Omer's,  who  cor- 
rupted Sir  Emeric  of  Pavia,  a  Lombard,  for  20,000 
crowns,  to  deliver  to  him  the  castle  and  town  of  Calais. 

The  story  ^  of  King  Edward  sending  for  Sir  Emeric, 
and  discovering  to  him  his  intended  treachery,  is  too  well 
known  for  repetition,  as  are  also  the  circumstances  of  the 
King  privately  proceeding  to  Calais,  and  fighting  under  the 
banner  of  Walter  de  Manny,  when  he  totally  defeated 
Lord  Chamey  and  frustrated  his  intentions.  The  honour 
of  capturing  Lord  Charney  fell  to  the  lot  of  Sir  John  de 
Potenhale,*  who,  for  this  service,  is  here  rewarded  with  a 
grant  of  100  marks  yearly. 

We  are  compelled  to  pass  over  the  names  of  Lord  Dau- 
boneye,*  Sir  Burseald,  a  French  Knight,  Count  d'Assore, 
and  other  eminent  persons  made  prisoners  in  the  different 
provinces  of  France,  previously  to,  and  at  the  battle  of 
Poitiers,  in  order  to  notice  some  of  those  brought  captives 
to  England,  taken  at  this  celebrated  victory.  Of  these  the 
most  remarkable  is  John,  King  of  France ;  for  bringing 
the  news  of  whose  capture,  with  others  of  the  French 
nobility,   John  le   Cok,^  of  Cherbourg,  was  rewarded  by

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payments  were  made  to  the  sacrist  of  that  church  for 
oblations,  ringing  of  bells,  and  other  ceremonies  upon 
this  occasion;  and  an  order  was  directed  to  all  Arch- 
bishops, Bishops,  and  ecclesiastical  persons  to  pray  for 
her  soul.*  The  ceremonies  attending  the  intennent  of

The  King  pays  21/.  6*.  8rf.  for  two  bold  falcons,^  and 
12/.  for  three  lanerets,  to  be  sent  as  a  present  to  the 
King  of  Navarre ;  the  price  given  for  other  descriptions 
of  falcons  purchased  for  presents  is  also  stated. 

The  King  allows  Henry,  the  son  and  heir  of  Henry, 
Duke  of  Hereford,*  500/.  yearly. 

Allowance  to  Thomas,  Duke  of  Surrey,*  the  King's 
Deputy  in  Ireland ;  also  for  conducting  the  son  of  Mak- 
morgh  and  other  persons  of  noble  condition^  sent  as  hos- 
tages from  that  country  for  the  security  of  the  peace  there. 

Payment  of  2000/.  to  the  Emperor  of  Constantinople,^ 
to  aid  him  in  maintaining  the  war  against  the  Saracens 
and  others  fighting  against  Christianity. 


HENRY  IV.

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knights  made  on  Sunday  next  before  the  coronation  of  the 
King,  by  assembling  the  English,  Scotch,  and  foreign 
heralds  in  the  Tower,*  and  the  meeting  of  the  Lords  and 
nobility  in  the  Star  Chamber  to  consult  on  the  affairs  of 
the  Lord  the  King,  (on  which  occasion  rich  cloths  and 
cushions,  worked  with  the  arms,  collar,  and  livery  of  King 
Henry  IV.,  with  tapestry  and  other  cloths,  were  provided 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  Council/)  proceed  to  trace 
some  of  those  troubles  which  arose  out  of  factions  to 
which  this  King's  reign  was  peculiarly  subject,  from  his 
defective  title  to  the  crown,  occasioned  by  a  departure  from 
the  long  familiarized  hereditary  succession  of  previous 
monarchs. 

It  is  therefore  proposed  here  to  review  some  of  the  in- 
cidents which  caused  these  insurrections,  and  to  show 
their  connexion  with  corresponding  entries  contained  in 
the  Issue  Rolls  of  this  period. 

The  first  insurrection  in  this  King's  reign  arose  out  of 
the  daring  conspiracy  of  the  lords,  contrived  in  the  house 
of  the  Abbot  of  Westminster;  namely,  to  invite  the 
King  to  a  joust  or  tournament  at  Oxford,  and  there  to 
seize  his  person.  This  plot  was  providentially  detected  by 
the  Duke  of  York,  from  the  indenture  of  confederacy 
accidentally  falling  from  the  bosom  of  his  son,  the  Duke  of 
Aumerle,  who  visited  his  father  previously  to  joining  the 
conspirators  at  Windsor.  Tlie  Issue  Roll  ^  of  the  first 
year  of  this  King  directs  the  lands  and  tenements 
of  Thomas,  Earl  of  Kent,  John,  Earl  of  Salisbury, 
Richard  de  Lomeley,  and  Thomas  Blunt,  knights,  (who 
were  conspirators  in  this  plot,)  to  be  seized  into  the  King's 
hands,    and    inquiry   to   be    made   in   various   counties

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rection  at  the  feast  of  Epiphany  against  the  King  and 
his  crown ;  which  rebels  were  taken  at  Cirencester  by 
the  men  of  the  town.^  The  fate  of  the  nobility  and 
others  implicated  in  this  plot  is  lamented  by  Hume;^  who 
adds,  that,  when  the  quarters  of  these  unhappy  men  were 
brought  to  London,  no  less  than  eighteen  bishops  and 
thirty-two  mitred  abbots  joined  the  populace,  and  met  them 
with  the  most  indecent  marks  of  joy  and  exultation.  But 
the  spectacle  the  most  shocking  to  every  one  who  retained 
any  sentiment  either  of  honour  or  humanity  still  remained. 
The  Earl  of  Rutland  appeared  carrying  on  a  pole  the 
head  of  Lord  Spencer,  his  brother-in-law,  which  he  pre- 
sented in  triumph  to  Henry  as  a  testimony  of  his  loyalty. 
This  infamous  person,  who  was  soon  after  Duke  of  York, 
by  the  death  of  his  father,  had  been  instrumental  in  the 
murder  of  his  uncle  the  Duke  of  Gloucester ;  had  then 
deserted  Richard,  by  whom  he  was  trusted  ;  had  conspired 
against  the  life  of  Henry,  to  whom  he  had  sworn  alle- 
giance ;  had  betrayed  his  associates,  whom  he  also  seduced 
into  this  enterprise ;  but,  notwithstanding  the  baseness  of 
Ids  character,  was  appointed  their  prosecutor,  presented 
with  jewels,  and  received  other  marks  of  royal  favour 
and  distinction,  as  may  be  found  on  turning  to  the  re- 
ferences of  the  Issue  Rolls  noted  at  the  bottom  of  this 
page.^ 

Henry  had  scarcely  quelled  the  conspiracy  in  England 
when  fresh  troubles  broke  out  in  Wales,  encouraged  by

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immediately  succeeding  the  above  is  a  payment  to  messen*^ 
gers  and  couriers  sent  with  writs  to  proclaim  throughout 
every  county  in  England  the  death  of  Henry  Percy, ^  to- 
gether with  other  rebels,  slain  in  the  battle  fought  betweai 
the  King  and  the  said  rebels,  on  the  part  of  the  said 
Henry  Percy,  near  Shrewsbury;  and  the  capture  of 
Thomas  Percy,  Earl  of  Worcester,  in  the  said  battle ; 
with  directions  to  the  keepers  of  all  ports  to  prevent  the 
escape  of  the  rebels. 

The  rel>ellion  in  Wales  was  hardly  quieted  before  fresh 
disturbances  broke  out  in  Scotland,  which,  like  the  former, 
terminated  in  the  King's  favour,  as  on  the  Issue  Roll  of 
the  seventh  year  will  be  found  a  reward  given  to  Nicholas 
Merbury  for  reporting  to  the  King  the  acceptable  news  of 
the  success  of  the  expedition  at  Homeldon,^  near  Wollure,

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hold  at  Winchester,^  on  the  day  of  his  marriage,  are  stated 
to  have  been  333/.  6^.  Qd.,  and  orders  were  issued  for  the 
nobility  and  ladies  to  attend  at  the  Queen*s  coronation,  at 
the  celebration  of  which  a  singular  circumstance  is  re- 
corded, of  Lord  de  Latynfier  releasing  the  right  of  his  in- 
heritance to  the  office  of  almoner,  and  receiving  a  remune- 
ration for  the  almoner's  dish  placed  before  the  Queen  on 
the  day  of  her  coronation.* 

Frequent  entries  are  also  to  be  found  on  these  Rolls 
relating  to  the  marriages  and  treaties  for  marriage  of 
the  King's  children.  The  following  only  could  be  no- 
ticed : — ^the  C!ountess  of  Salisbury  and  a  retinue  are 
appointed  to  attend  the  Lady  Blanch,^  the  King's  eldest 
daughter,  to  Cologne,  previous  to  the  solemnization  of  her 
marriage  with  Lewis  Barbatus,  Palatine  of  the  Rhine 
and  Prince  Elector ; — ^payment  of  20,000  marks  to  the 
King  of  the  Romans  on  the  day  of  the  marriage  :* — a 
treaty  for  a  marriage  was  also  contemplated  between 
Lord  Henry,  Prince  of  Wales,  and  the  daughter  of  Phi- 
lippa.  Queen  of  Denmark,  references  to  which  are  given 
in  the  pages  noted  below.* 

The  Editor  has  not  discovered  any  entry  on  the  Issue 
Rolls  to  authenticate  the  remarkable  story,  taken  from  a 
MS.  in  Christchurch  College,  Cambridge,  to  be  found 
in  Peck's  Desiderata  Curiosa,  and  vouched  by  Clement 
Maydestan :  namely,  that  King  Henry's  corpse  was 
thrown  into  the  Thames  between  Barking  and  Graves- 
end,  "  upon  so  frightful  a  rush  of  wind  and  waves

HENRY  V. 


The  progress  of  this  King's  glory  and  renown  is  to  be 
traced  rather  through  his  military  successes  abroad  than 
his  domestic  policy.  The  greater  portion  of  his  time  being 
occupied  in  the  conquest  of  France,  left  him  but  little 
leisure  to  attend  to  affairs  at  home.  The  Issue  Rolls  of 
this  reign  contain  numerous  payments  to  supply  the  King 
with  men  and  arms,  which  enabled  him  to  achieve  his 
triumphs  at  Hai-fleur,  Agincourt,  Rouen,  Meaux,  and 
other  places  in  Normandy  and  France;  some  circumstances 
connected  with  the  accomplishment  of  which,  together 
with  the  names  of  the  prisoners  mentioned  throughout 
this  reign  in  these  Records,  will  first  be  noticed. 

France  having  broken  the  treaty  of  Bretigny,  pretending 
that  it  was  null  and  void,  and  no  peace  since  that  period  hav- 
ing been  concluded  between  the  two  crowns,  but  truces  only 
which  did  not  in  the  least  affect  the  rights  of  either  party, 
was  the  foundation  upon  which  Henry  laid  his  pretensions 
to  the  crown  of  France,  as  the  inheritance  of  his  prede- 
cessors, from  the  time  of  his  great-grandfather  King 
Edward  HI. 

To  investigate  his  title  to  the  crown  of  France  we  find

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The  remainder  of  the  year  was  spent  in  unsuccessful 
negotiations,  and  war  was  declared  at  the  parliament  held 
at  Leicester^  in  April  1414.  Esquires  were  despatched  to 
the  Duke  of  Holland  to  provide  shipping  from  Zealand 
for  the  King's  voyage  in  person  to  France  ;*  and  on  the 
19th  April,  in  the  third  year  of  the  King's  reign,  a  pay- 
ment was  made  for  a  repast  in  the  palace  at  West- 
minster, given  to  the  Duke  of  Clarence  and  other  Lords 
dining  there,  for  advice  to  be  had  respecting  the  King's 
voyage  to  Harfleur.'  Henry  having  embarked  his  army, 
which  consisted  of  about  50,000  men,  sailed  on  the  20th 
August,  1416,  leaving  his  brother,  the  Duke  of  Bedford, 
Regent  in  England.  He  landed  at  Havre  de  Grace,  and 
not  many  days  after  began  the  siege  of  Harfleur,  soon  after 
the  commencement  of  which  a  commission  was  sent  to  the 
Constable  of  Dover  Castle  and  Warden  of  the  Cinque 
Ports,  directing  him  to  send  all  fishing  vessels  within  those 
ports,  supplied  with  men  and  tackle,  to  fish  on  the  French 
coast  for  support  of  the  King's  army  then  at  Harfleur.* 

King  Henry's  arms  having  been  crowned  with  success 
at  Harfleur  and  Agincourt,  provision  is  made  on  the  Issue 
Roll  for  some  of  the  prisoners  of  greater  note.  William 
Loveneye*  is  directed  to  provide  for  the  charges  and 
expenses  of  the  household  of  the  Dukes  of  Orleans  and 
Bourbon,  who  were  confined  in  Pomfret*  and  Somerton 
Castles,  together  with  other  earls,  lords,  and  French 
knights,  taken  at  the  battle  of  Agincourt :  provision  is 
also  made  for  the  support  of  George  de  Clere*^  and  three 
barons,  his  companions,  with  thirteen  knights  and  seventeen

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sence,  yet  it  was  found  necessary  to  issue  commissions, 
directed  to  knights  and  esquires,  to  assemble  men  at  arms 
and  archers  to  resist  an  insurrection  in  Scotland,^  and  to 
make  war  against  that  country,  if  necessary.  Henry, 
during  his  war  with  France,  seldom  visited  England,  ex- 
cept for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  subsidies  or  grants  from 
his  parliament;  but  a  constant  communication  was  kept  up 
with  him  in  Normandy,  as  is  shown  by  some  of  the  fol- 
lowing entries  on  the  Issue  Rolls. 

The  Bishop  of  Saint  David's,^  the  King's  confessor, 
with  his  family,  go  to  the  King's  presence  in  Normandy ; 
the  expenses  of  himself  and  clerks  from  Southampton  to 
Cane  are  paid,  and  hokes,  croches,  and  other  ornaments, 
are  provided  for  the  King's  chapel  there.'  Cloth  is 
sent  to  the  King  for  his  army,  and  garters  provided  for 
the  knights  of  the  Garter  at  the  feast  of  Saint  George,  to 
be  celebrated  in  Normandy*  in  the  fifth  year  of  the 
King's  reign.  The  King's  specie  and  jewels  were  sent  to 
him  in  Normandy*  in  the  seventh  year  of  his  reign ;  and 
Walter  Wodehall,'  one  of  the  organists  of  Saint  Paul's 
Church,  London,  is  appointed  by  the  King's  Council  to 
proceed  with  five  other  organists  to  the  King's  presence 
in  Normandy,  and  there  to  serve  him  in  his  chapel. 

About  this  period  it  would  appear  the  King's  malady 
made  him  sensible  his  end  was  approaching ;  a  malady 
which  the  surgeons  at  that  period  had  not  sufficient  skill 
to  cure.  We  find  that  Master  Peter  Henewer,^  a  phy- 
sician, was  sent  by  the  Council  to  the  King ;  but  his  com-

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year  of  the  King,  to  solemnize  the  purification  of  the 
Queen ;  *  and  Doctor  Boyery  was  appointed  her  confessor, 
and  John  Langton  her  chaplain.  Divers  ships  and  vessels 
were  retained  at  Southampton,  Melcombe,  and  other  ports 
on  the  western  coast,  for  the  passage  of  the  Lady  the 
Queen,*  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  and  her  retinue,  to  France;' 
and  provision  is  made  for  her  dower  in  the  second  year  of 
King  Henry  VI.,  prior  to  her  marriage  with  Owen  Tudor. 
There  are  many  entries  on  the  Rolls  of  this  reign  re- 
ferring to  the  persecutions  against  the  Lollards  and  follow- 
ers of  the  doctrines  of  Wicliff ;  some  of  those  connected  with 
the  proceedings  against  Sir  John  Oldcastle  have  been  se- 
lected as  the  most  interesting.  Sir  John  was  in  great  favour 
with  the  King,  who,  it  is  said,  personally  remonstrated  with 
him  to  submit  to  the  censure  of  the  church,  and  abjure 
the  errors  of  Wicliff;  upon  his  refusal  to  do  so,  his  fate 
is  familiar  to  all,  by  his  sufferings  in  Saint  Giles's  in  the 
Fields,  where  he  was  burnt  as  a  heretic.  Upon  this 
occasion  a  decree  was  drawn  up  by  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  forbidding  the  scriptures  to  be  translated 
into  English.  The  earliest  notice  of  Sir  John  Oldcastle 
on  the  Issue  Rolls  is  to  be  found  upon  that  of  the  first 
year  of  this  King's  reign,  where  proclamation*  is  stated 
to  have  been  made  that  none  of  his  Majesty's  liege  sub- 
jects should  harbour  Sir  John,  therein  described  as  an 
approved  and  convicted  heretic,  also  offering  a  reward  for 
his  apprehension.     The  King's  proclamation  seems  to

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The  Duke  of  Bedford's  appointment  as  Protector  or 
Guardian  of  the  realm  during  the  minority  of  the  young 
King,  and  the  Duke  of  Gloucester's  investiture  with  the 
same  dignity  during  the  absence  of  his  elder  brother, 
explain  the  fact  that  most  of  the  important  events  referred 
to  by  the  Issue  Rolls  at  this  early  period  of  the  King's 
reign,  are  found  connected  with  the  names  of  those  per- 
sonages and  the  Council  appointed  by  parliament  to  assist 
them  in  their  administration ;  and  consequently,  that  the 
King  himself  is  seldom  noticed. 

The  person  and  education  of  the  infant  Prince  were 
committed  to  Henry  Beaufort,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  his 
great  uncle,  and  the  earliest  entries  to  be  found  on  these 
Rolls  alluding  personally  to  the  King,  are  an  order  to 
provide  a  house  at  Winchester  ^  for  the  safe  and  secure 
custody  of  his  chests  of  bows,  arrows,  stock,  and  stuff ; 
and  directions  to  purchase  a  quantity  of  plate  and  silver 
vessels  for  the  King's  use." 

The  payments  to  the  English  and  foreign  heralds  at- 
tending upon  the  young  King  show  that  he  was  installed 
a  knight  of  the  order  of  the  Garter  previously  to  the  6th 
year  of  his  reign.^ 

On  the  Roll  of  the  year  following  is  a  payment  to 
Richard,  Earl  of  Warwick  and  Albemarle,  who,  on  the 
1st  June,  in  the  sixth  year  of  the  King's  reign,  was,  with 
the  advice  and  assent  of  the  Dukes  of  Bedford  and  Glou- 
cester, and  of  all  the  Lords  of  the  King's  Great  Council, 
appointed  to  be  about  the  King's  person,  for  the  safe  cus- 
tody thereof;  to  exercise  all  pains  and  true  diligence  for 
his  preservation ;  to  instruct  and  inform  him  in  manner^

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expenses  of  her  household,  detailing  many  circumstances 
relating  to  her  marriage.^ 

The  Queen's  coronation  soon  succeeded  her  nuptials, 
and  the  bishops,  abbots,  and  nobility  were  thereupon  sum- 
moned. We  also  find,  upon  this  occasion,  that  five  min- 
strels attended  from  the  King  of  Sicily,  two  from  the 
Duke  of  Milan,  together  with  the  ambassadors,  esquires, 
and  other  attendants  sent  in  the  Queen's  retinue  by  the 
King  her  father.* 

It  would  occupy  too  much  space  were  we  to  specify 
many  other  interesting  payments  connected  with  this 
Queen  and  her  infant  son  Edward ;  the  following,  how- 
ever, are  entitled  to  notice,  namely,  that  of  554/.  16*.  8d., 
made  by  the  Queen,  as  well  for  an  '*  embroidered  cloth 
called  crisome,^  for  the  baptism  of  the  Prince  the  King's 
son ;  and  for  20  yards  of  russet  cloth  of  gold,  called 
tisshu,  and  540  broun  sable  bakkes:"  and  to  the  prior 
and  convent  of  Westminster  for  wax-lights,  &c.,  burnt  at 
the  baptism  of  the  said  Prince  Edward. 

We  are  in  like  manner  compelled,  for  the  reason  above 
stated,  to  pass  over  many  other  interesting  payments 
made  on  behalf  of  the  King  during  his  sojourn  at  Kenil- 
worth,*  Coventry,  and  other  places,  previously  to  his 
seizure  and  confinement  in  the  Tower  of  London,  that 
the  reader's  attention  may  be  directed  to  some  of  the  more 
curious  entries  to  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this 
volume. 

So  many  conjectures  and  false  assertions  have  been 
made  relating  to  the  imprisonment,  death^  and  burial  of

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Henry;  viz.,  for  fourteen  days,— 4/.  5*.;  together  with 
many  other  payments  on  the  same  Roll  for  attendance  on 
the  King  during  his  confinement  in  the  Tower. 

The  historian  of  Croyland  states,  that  after  King 
Henry's  death,  his  body  was  taken  with  "bylles  and 
gleaves  as  he  was  thider  brought "  to  Saint  Paul's,  where 
it  lay  for  some  days  upon  a  bier,  exposed  to  the  view  of 
the  people ;  thence  in  a  barge,  solemnly  prepared  with 
torches,  it  was  conveyed  by  water  to  Chertsey  to  be 
buried.  But  Hall,  Grafton,  and  HoUinshed  are  not  will- 
ing to  allow  that  any  decent  respect  was  paid  to  the  King's 
burial.  They  tell  us  that  his  corpse  was  conveyed  to  its 
resting-place  at  Chertsey  "  without  priest  or  clearke,  torch 
or  taper,  singing  or  saying;"  though  some  of  the  fol^ 
lowing  interesting  memoranda,  found  on  the  Issue  Rolls, 
evince  the  contrary  to  be  the  truth ;  and  with  these  we 
must  close  the  life  of  this  unhappy  monarch  ;  viz. : — 
.  To  Hugh  Brice.^  In  money  paid  to  him,  for  such 
moneys  expended  for  wax,  linen,  spices,  and  other  ordi- 
nary expenses  incurred  for  the  burial  of  the  said  Henry  of 
Windsor,  who  died  within  the  Tower  of  London  ;  and  for 
wages  and  rewards  to  divers  men  carrying  torches  from 
the  Tower  aforesaid  to  the  cathedral  church  of  Saint 
Paul's,  and  from  thence  to  Chertsey,  with  the  body, — 
15/.  3*.  6irf. 

To  Master  Richard  Martyn.*  In  money  paid  to  him  at 
diflferent  times;  namely,  at  one  time  9/.  10*.  lid.,  for 
money  by  him  expended  for  28  yards  of  linen  cloth  of 
Holland,  and  for  expenses  incurred,  as  well  within  the 
Tower,  as  at  the  last  departure  of  the  said  Henry ;  as  also

But  HoUin- 
shed  makes  an  important  addition,  and  tells  us  nevertheless 
that  some  writers,  who  he  says  were  favourers  of  the 
house  of  York,  have  recorded  that  after  King  Henry 
understood  the  losses  that  had  happened  to  his  adherents, 
the  murder  of  his  son,  and  the  destruction  of  his  friends, 
he  took  it  so  to  heart  that  he  died.  Stow  follows  the 
statement  of  Fabian. 

From  these  conflicting  accounts  it  is  impossible  to 
arrive  at  the  truth.  Probably  much  of  the  information 
given  by  the  before-named  writers  was  obtained  from 
popular  report,  the  last  fountain  to  which  the  historian 
should  have  recourse,  as  in  every  age  men  have  shown 
too  strong  a  predilection  for  the  marvellous  and  romantic. 
The  only  legitimate  test  by  which  many  events  in  English 
history  can  be  tried  is  the  original  record  of  them  to  be 
found  in  the  Issue  Rolls  and  other  authentic  documents. 
The  investigation  of  these  may  appear  uninviting  and 
laborious,  but  it  often  tends  to  important  and  satisfactory 
results.  Can  any  dispa^«sionate  reader  of  history,  with 
these  resources  before  him,  assert  at  the  present  day  that 
"  no  decent  respect  was  paid  to  the  burial  of  King  Henry," 
and  tell  us  that  "  his  corpse  was  conveyed  to  Chertsey 
without  priest  or  clerk,  torch  or  taper,  singing  or  pray- 
ing?" or  that  .7  the  King  was  strykked  with  a  dagger  by 
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tenant  in  Ireland,  with  a  yearly  allowance  to  him  for  the 
government  thereof. 

Former  grants  by  Kings  Edward  III.  and  Richard  II. 
confirmed  to  the  Dean  and  Canons  of  the  King's  free 
chapel  of  Saint  Stephefn's/  Westminster,  of  certain 
manors,  advowsons,  lands,  and  possessions  therein  men- 
tioned, together  with  the  nature  of  their  tenure.

Payments  to  John,  Duke  of  Bedford,  Regent  of  France, 
for  his  costs  and  expenses  in  coming  from  France  at  the 
request  of  the  Council,  for  the  tranquillity  of  England,  at 
his  own  costs  and  charges ;  also  for  his  return  to  France; 
and  for  Thomas,  Duke  of  Exeter,  and  many  other  knights 
and  esquires ;  giving  an  account  of  the  shipping,  men  at 
arms,  &c.,  retained  on  this  occasion.' 

Annuity  granted  to  Paul  Count  de  Valache,'  who  had

The  Cardinal  of  Saint  Eusebius  receives  the  King's 
licence  and  authority  to  proceed  to  the  King  of  Scotland, 
and  confer  with  him  upon  certain  great  and  weighty 
matters  *  concerning  the  King  and  realm  of  England ; 
Henry  Percy,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  is  appointed  to 
assist  the  Cardinal  in  his  negotiations ;  and  payments  are 
made  to  the  Earl  of  Salisbury,  attending  the  Cardinal  upon 
the  same  aflfairs. 

The  King  of  Scotland  having  failed  in  his  agreement 
to  pay  the  soldiers  at  Calais,^  a  new  assignment  for  that 
purpose  is  made,  charged  on  certain  payments  due  from 
the  Duke  of  Bourbon.  Many  payments  are  here  entered 
on  the  Rolls  for  thf  fleet  and  army  proceeding  to  France 
under  the  Cardinal  of  England,  the  King's  uncle.  Large 
sums  of  money  were  borrowed  upon  this  occasion,  and 
bonds  given  for  repayment  thereof,  as  well  to  the  most  holy 
Father  the  Pope  as  to  the  before-mentioned  Cardinal.

Expenses  paid  for  the  passage  and  repassage  of  the 
Lord  Cardinal  and  others.

The  King  also  about  this  period  borrowed  large  sums 
of  money ;  among  others  appears  a  loan  of  2003/.  from 
Lewis  de  Gremaldys  ^  and  the  merchants  of  Genoa. 

The  dresses,  armour,  and  various  other  necessary 
articles  supplied  to  the  King,  are  equally  curious,  and  not 
less  minutely  described  than  those  before  referred  to. 
Cloth  to  make  a  "  jaquette"  for  the  King,  with  fustian, 
linen,  lace,  velvet,  &c.,  to  line  and  ornament  the  same, 
specifying  the  quantity  and  value  of  each  article :  trappings 
for  horses,  braices  of  mayle,  brigganders,  gauntlets,  leg- 
harness,  and  other  descriptions  of  armour,  are  also  men- 
tioned ;  and  medicines  were  provided  against  the  plague.

A  payment  in  the  12th  year  of  King  Henry  VII.  to  Sir 
Henry  Willoughby  and  others  for  taking  "  Nicholas  Jo- 
seph,^ chief  leader  of  the  Cornish  rebels;**  Joseph  and 
others  were  beheaded  after  their  defeat  at  the  battle  of 
Blackheath.  On  the  same  Roll  is  to  be  found  a  payment 
to  William  Thomas,  Esq.,  for  capturing  the  brother  of 
Lord  Audely. 

On  the  Roll  of  the  11th  Elizabeth  is  a  payment  of 
500/.  to  George,  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  for  the  diet  of 
Mary,  Queen  of  Scots,*  and  400/.  paid  to  Valentine 
Brown,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the  town  of  Berwick,  to  re- 
munerate divers  soldiers  attending  upon  the  said  unfortu- 
nate Queen.  And  in  the  40th  year  of  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth  is  noticed  a  payment  of  part  of  an  annuity 
of  100/.  to  William  Davidson,^  Esquire,  late  one  of  the 
principal  secretaries  to  the  Lady  the  Queen,  due  to  him 
for  the  quarter  of  the  year  ending  at  the  feast  of  the 
Nativity  of  Saint  John  the  Baptist,  of  that  year ;  and  it 
is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  secretary  appears  to  have 
enjoyed  this  annual  payment  during  the  remainder  of  the

has  received  in  his  former  publications.  He  has  pursued 
the  plan  originally  adopted  ;  preserving  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible the  original  orthography  of  the  Record  in  the  spelling 
of  names  of  persons  and  places,  and  adhering  to  a  literal 
translation  throughout  the  work.  He  is  avrare  that  in 
some  few  instances  difficulty  may  arise  as  to  the  imme- 
diate identity  of  a  person  or  place,  from  the  varied  spelling 
of  the  same  name  on  the  original  Record :  this  has  been 
in  a  great  measure  obviated  by  inserting  a  more  modern 
spelling  in  the  Index,  which,  producing  a  double  reading, 
will  generally  remove  all  uncertainty. 

This  volume  being  also  composed  of  extracts,  and  not 
a  selection  of  any  particular  series  of  events,  may  con- 
tain some  discrepancies  as  to  dates.  In  extenuation  of  this 
circumstance  (which  must  of  necessity  be  incident  to  the 
plan  of  giving  extracts  only)  the  reader  is  requested  to 
take  into  consideration  the  impossibility,  from  the  variety 
of  subjects  introduced,  of  tracing  every  entry  to  its 
original  date.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  extracts 
are  given  to  show  the  varied  and  interesting  nature  of  the 
Records;  but  it  may  with  confidence  be  asserted,  that 
there  would  be  little  difficulty  in  tracing  any  given  subject, 
from  its  commencement  to  the  close,  in  almost  all  cases 
where  the  inquirer  had  time  and  inclination  to  prosecute 
the  search. 

In  many  instances,  particularly  in  the  reigns  of  Ed- 
ward III.,  Richard  II.,  and  Henry  IV.,  one  or  two  extracts 
only  have  been  taken  from  Rolls  approaching  one  hundred 
feet  in  length ;  each  of  which,  if  fully  printed,  would  of 
itself  have  formed  a  volume  nearly  the  size  of  the  present. 
The  Editor  has  also,  for  the  reasons  before  stated,  re- 
stricted himself  in  his  Introduction  to  attaching  notes  to 
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BRRATA.

*  This  Roll  forms  a  diary  of  the  King's  expenses  whilst  in  France  and 
JSngland,  which  are  added  up  every  day  and  week ;  it  also  gives  authentically 
his  route  and  stay  at  each  place,  the  time  of  his  embarkation,  &c.  com- 
mencing on  Tuesday,  the  28th  day  of  October,  at  Westminster,  from  whence 
the  King  proceeded  to  Feversham,  Whitsand,  and  Dover,  where  he  em- 
barked  on  the  I3th  November.  The  King's  route  may  be  then  traced  from 
Boulogne  to  Paris,  where  he  remained  five  weeks ;  thence  to  St  Omers, 
where  he  continued  two  months ;  and  then  on  his  route  home,  where  he 
arrived  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  April  An  account  of  the  expenses  of 
each  department  in  the  household  is  given,  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
7500/.  for  one  year.— Vide  Issue  Roll,  44  Edw.
